Annual Report of the Selectmen and Over= 
seers of the Poor for the Year ending 
December 31, 1894. | 


In the administration of the affairs of the town go far as they 
are under the charge of the Selectmen and Overseers of the 
Poor, nothing has occurred during the year beyond the ordinary 
course of events. Eh 

Early in the spring the Board appointed Mr. George H, 
Kingsbury to be superintendent of streets and we think that 
both the quality and quantity of the work done under his 
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direction have been very satisfactory. Besides the ordinary 
rcpairs in all parts of the town necessary to keep the roads in 
good condition, there has been substantial improvements made 
in the roadbed of Plimpton street, near the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad bridge, and of Short street, near 
Washington street. These streets never having been properly. 
constiucted, and as it was necessary to improve them, it was 
thought best to do it thoroughly. Accordingly the road-bed 

was excavated to a sufficient depth, cobble stones put in at the 
bottom, and properly covered and graded with gravel. On 
Main street below Stetson’s bridge, the roadbed was widened 
and covered with a thick layer of good gravel, making a sub- 
stantial improvement. Oak street was widened and gravelled 
nearly its entire length, making quite a respectable road out of 
what was formerly no better than a cart road. At the South 
End, particular attention has been paid. to ploughing out the 
gutters and rounding up the road bed, so that the roads are in 
fair condition, although another year a good deal of gravel will 
be needed to put them in first class condition. The same can 
be said of the west part of the town, where we found difiiculty 
in finding gravel suitable for road material. In East Walpole, 
the principal streets have been re-gravelled and are in first class 
condition, while some of the roads near the Sharon line will 
have to be re-gravelled another year. The road running 
toward North Sharon, beginning neir the house of George 
Fuller, should be widened at once, as the road bed is not wide 
enough for two teams to pass and is hardly safe for public travel. 
Much railing needed renewing, which we have done by using 
4x4 hard pine, which we think will be an economy, although 
the first cost is considerably more than that of spruce. The 
bridge near the Lewis mill has been thoroughly re-built. This 
was done as a work of neeessity, as it was found to be in an 
unsafe condition. The bridge at Plimptonville has been re- 
planked, also one at South Walpole and one near the Norfolk 
line, the town of Norfolk paying one-half the cost of the latter. 
With over eighty miles of roads within the limits of the town, 


we think there is need of a larger appropriation to epeeD them 
in good condition. 
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SIDEWALKS. 

Nothing improves the general appearance of a town so much 
as good sidewalks and shade trees, therefore we recommend an 
increase in the appropriation for next year, including a sum 
sufficient for setting out shade trees on School street extension 
and Beach street, East Walwole. 

NEW STREETS. 

Beech street, as laid out by the Selectmen and accepted by 
the town, has been constructed, work being done under con- 
tract by Andrew Carberry in a thorough manner and within 
the appropriation. The small unexpended balance will be 
needed to put up a small amount of railing. 


GRAVEL BANKS. 


At the present time there seems to be but two available banks 
of gravel suitable for road material in or near the centre of the 
the town, i. e., Fisher’s and the Plimpton pit. As the quantity 
in each of these is limited, we recommend that the town take 
advantage of the statute in regard to the taking of gravel banks 
and secure both-of these and, erect one or more permanent 
screens. 

AS TO THE LA¥ING OUT OF NEW STREETS. 

As the town is growing and lands are being opened for house 
lots, it seems to us necessary and expedient that some system 
should be adopted and regulations made in regard to laying 
out new streets over private land opened for building purposes, 
so that there may be a fixed and well defined policy to govern 
our action in the future. We therefore recommend that a 
regulation or by-law be adopted by the town, providing that 
before a petition to lay out a new street shall be acted upon, 
(excepting in cases where public necessity and convenience 
require a new road connecting with another town) such street 
shall be laid out the proper width, not less than 4o feet, and— 
eraded at private expense ready for the road material. 


STEEET LIGHTING, 


The same system of street lighting as has prevailed in pre- 


vious years has been continued, except in the centre. About

AT 
twenty-five electric lights have been put up and maintained by 
the liberality of a few citizens, with the exception of three 
which are paid for wholly by the town, making at the prrsent 
time a total of thirty-one electric lights. We believe that the 
town should take the lighting of the streets in hand and with 
an appropriation large enough light the principal streets of the 


town by electricity and at the same time continue the six 


dollars per year for outlying lamps. Persons receiving Six 
dollars per year should bear in mind that the lamps and fix- 
tures must be kept in good order and lighted every night except 
moon-light nights in order to receive that sum. 

POLICE. 


During the year there have been but few cases in which the 
police have been called upon to exercise authority in keeping 
public peace. Frequently persons demand special services of 
the police in matters concerning private interest, and expect 
the expense to be paid out of the town treasury. It is difficult 
in some cases to decide where to draw the line. 


LIQUOR LAW. 


The illegal sale of liquor has been guarded against as vigil- 
antly as our system of police will admit. Places or persons 
suspected of illegal seiling have been watched, but in no case 
was sufficient evidence secured to warrant a writ being served 
and we believe our town to be as free from illegal liquor sellig 
as any in this vicinity. | 

TOWN HALL. 

Early in the year, Mr. Wilmarth expressed tothe Board a 
desire to retire frcm the office of janitor upon the expiration of 
his year as appointed by former Board. His resignation was 
accepted and Mr. Henry E. Craig appointed as his successor. 
The Board found the building sadly in need of repairs, both 
inside and out. Congequently the wood work on the outside 
was painted and all sashes inside drawn. The Selectmen’s 
room was thoroughly renovated, also the assessors’ room in 
rear of the former. ‘The liberality of the town in granting the 
free use of. the hall has very materially reduced the income. 


The hall has been fitted with electric lights during. the past 


. 
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year, and the small deficiency in the appropriation is accounted 
for by the extra lamps which we now have on |.and. 


THE POOR. 


At the almshouse, tiie services of Mr. and Mrs. Ford have 
been retained and we take pleasure in commending them to the 
town, both as regards the condition of the inmates, and also 
the entire premises. During the year the number of inmates 
has been small, so that the cost per inmate has been larger than 
it would have been had we had‘a larger number to take care of. 
In regard to outside poor, we have had about the usual num- 
ber of families to help. The most that has been allowed in 
any case has been three dollars per week, and that amount in 
cases where there were five or more personsin the family. 
During the financial depression, we think the town has been 
very fortunate in regard to the number of persons asking for aid. 


STREET BOUNDARIES, 


Karly in the year ata special town meeting, the Board asked 
for a small appropriation in order that they might employ an 
engineer to run lines and ascertain the bounds of some of the 
streets in the ceatre of the town. Upon investigation and at an . 


expense of $20, we found that there was no such thing as. 
running out the old street lines with any degree of accuracy, 
so gave up the undertaking, and under the circumstances the 
only reliable way to do will be to petition the county commis- 
sioners to re-locate these old county streets, such as Main 
street, East street, etc., but we did not like to take the respon- 
sibility of such action without instructions from the town. We 
believe it for the interest of the town to appropriate a small sum 
each year and re-locate certain streets and set permanent stone 
bounds, so that future generations can ascertain the correct 
lines. 
STATE ROAD. * 

According to the instructions of the town, the selectmen 
contracted with the state highway commissioners for building a 
mile of road. - It was decided to build the mile on Main street, 
through Cedar Swamp, as that seemed to be ia the worst con 
dition of any part of Main street frequented by through travel. 
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The work has progressed rapidly and satistactoryily under the 
direction of superintendent Kingsbury, the grading and filling 
being nearly completed, although a great deal remains to be 
done as the mile is said by the commissioners to be one of the 
most difficult and most expensive of any undertaken in the 
state. On account of so much ledge work and deep cuts 
coming within the mile, it was deemed best by the Board to 
cose the road for travel, and the probability is that it will 
remain closed untii May or June, 1895. Up to December 
31st the work has amounted to about $2,500, all the labor being. 
done by town men and teams. To prevent any tax payer 
getting the impression that the cost of state road improvement 
is coming out of the town, we would say that the commission- 
ers intend to have the state pay the entire cost of construction 
and furthermore to forever take care of the roads after com- 


pletion.

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NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT

Walpole Public Library. 


During the past year, the Library, as well as the town, has 
lost two of its best friends in the persons of Miss Mary R. 
Bird, one of the trustees, and her father, Hon. Francis W. 
Bird. 

Miss Bird had been a member of the board of trustees since 
the formation of the library in 1876 until her death, with the 
exception of one year, and the success of the library has been 
largely due to her untiring efforts in its behalf. Although 
much weakene | during the last two years of her life, she work- 
ed even more than she should, and when confined to the house 
or away from home, she continued to aid in the work by her 
most valued advice. 

It is almost impossible, even though associated with Miss 
Bird, to appreciate her devetion to the public library, not 
only the the trustces miss her, but many others who have 
known of her many unostentatious deeds of goodness, will feel 
her loss. A true woman has left us. 

The library has received many valuable gifts from Hon. F. 
W. Bird during his life, whose generosity will long be remem- 
bered by his fellow townsmen. Mr. Bird, being always inter- 
ested in the progress and welfare of the town, and especially 
in the intellectual improvement of the people, took an especial 
interest in the library and has made a large and generous be- 
quest. -The library still continues to be one of the most at- 

tractive features of our town, if we may judge from the num- 
ber of visitors and patrons. The reading room is availed of by 
many for the purpose of using reference books, and reading 
the magazines and papers that are placed upon the table. 
It.has always been the intention of the trustees to make the 
library of service to the schools, and it is very gratifying 
to them to know that during the past year, the scholars of the 
town haye made use of the books more than ever before, 
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largely throgh the efforts of our Superintendent and Principal 
of High School who have planed studies that require reference 
to be made to the library, and in order to give better facilities 
for so doing, the library room has been opened two days in 
the week for the use of reference books, but not for distribu- 
tion As the magazines of to-day largely contain the thoughts 
of the leading writers of the times, the trustees have always be- 
lieved in taking the periodicals, and although at present taking 
seventeen, doubtless more will be added in the near future. 

It may be well at this time to call the attention of the town to 
the fact that the library is fast out-growing its present quarters, 
even at the present iime the book-room is crowded. and it is 
almest necessary to encroach upon the reading room which is 
none too large for the purpose for which it was designed. 
Probably the best solution of the problem would be to have a 
building devoted to library purposes only. 

The library still continues in charge of Miss Gough as libra 

rian, to the satisfaction of the trustees and the public. Miss

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify the inhabitants of said town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to mvet ab the 
‘Town Hall in said Walpole on Monday, the fourth day of 
March next, at nine v’clock in the furenoon, then aud there to 
act on the following articles : :

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Report of the School 
Committee. 


To the citizens of Walpole: 
The school board respectfully submit herewith. their. report 
for the year ending December 31st, 1894. 


ORGANIZATION. 


After the March meeting, the board met as usual for organ- 
ization. Frederick Guild, the secretary, having resigned, 
Julius Guild was elected to fill the vacancy for one year, and 
in organization of the board, the present chairman was re- 
elected and Joseph S. Leach was chosen secretary, This year 
the terms of office of Julius Guild and Thomas F. Maguire ex+ 
piring with the coming March meeting, the town will be re- 
quired to elect to the school board, two members for three 
years. 


VENTILATION, REPAIRS, ETC. 


At the present time, two or three of our school buildings re- 
quire considerable in the way of needed repairs, with the ex- 
ception, possibly, of the South school. In the West and 
North, especially and the East, the matter of better ventilation 
should receive attention and a thorough renovation of the West 
school seems to be demanded at the present time. In the es- 
timates for 1895, $300 only is asked for repairs. This of course 
will not cover what will be required to make all repairs needed 
as above indicated, but the time is not far distant when it will 
be actually necessary to provide for such repairs, and in ac- 
cordance with the laws of Massachusetts, furnish better ven- 
tilation for our various school buildings. 

In our report, we have left most of the matters which nat- 
urally pertain to the methods and workings in the schools, to 
the report of the superintendent, which has our hearty approval. 

We would, however, call attention to the gradual improve- 

ment in our schools in the matter of tardiness, etc., as it is 
_ shown by the figures submitted in the superintendent’s report, 
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that there has been less tardiness in the various schools, better 
attendance and a larger membership. ; 


One matter that we desire particularly to impress upon the 
mind of the citizens of the town, especially parents who have 
children in school, is the necessity of conferring with the teach- 
ers, superintendent or the school committee, whenever they 
deem it necessary, or think they have cause for praise or com- 
plaint. It would be a great deal better thus to do than, as is 
frequently done by some parents, to raise objections and severe- 
ly criticise the methods of running the schools, as it is very fre- 
quently the case that objections are made to certain things or 
rules adopted in a school, in consequence of information gained 
by hearsay, when a careful examination or a visit to the school, 
with a view to finding out whether the same are existing or not, 
would demonstrate the fact that it was not as understood. 


We would at this time like to call the attention of the citiz ns 
of Walpole to the provisions of the law regarding truant olild: 
ren and absentees from school. 

‘‘Hach town shall make all needful provisions and arrange- 
ments concerning habitual truants, and children between’seven 
and fifteen years of age who may be found wandering about*in 
the streets or public places therein, having no lawful occupation 
or business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, 

‘and such children as persistently violate the reasonable rules 
and regulations of the common schools; and shall make such 
by-laws as shall be most conducive to the welfare of such child- 
ren, and to the good order of such town; and shall provide 
suitable places for the confinement, discipline and instruction 
of such children.” 

The aim of the law is not to make criminals, but to prevent, 
children from growing up in ignorance and thus furnishing the 
material for recrniting the criminal class. 7 

Chapter 43, section 5, provides ‘that no town which has not 
‘‘complied with the laws relating to truancy,” shall receive any 
portion of the income of the Massachusetts School Fund. 

The first article of the by-laws aready adopted is the follow- 
ing: ‘The town of Wa'pole hereby avails itself of the several 
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provisions of the statutes of this Commonwealth, now in force, 
relating to habitual truants and absentees from schoo], and in 
pursuance of authority conferred thereby adopts the following 
by-laws.” Although the town has adopted the above article, 
it has negiected to adopt the by-law which provides a suitable 
place for the confinement, discipliue and instruction of such 
children. The continued refusal of the town to comply with 
this law will result in the loss of the income of the Massachu- 
setts School Fund, which has usually been about $200. So we 
have introduced an article in the town warrant bearing on this 
subject.

To the School Committee of Walpole: 
GENTLEMEN ,— 


With pleasure I submit to you the annual repor of the Sup 
erintendent of Schools. 


STATISTICS. 

The number of children in town May 1, 1894, between 5 and 
I5 years of age was 437 
The number between § and 14 years of age was 260 
The whole number of different pupils in school during the year 
was 572 
The number under 5 years of age was 2 
The number between 8 and 14 years was 320 
The number over 15 years of age 53

The regular meeting for teachers occurs one afternoon 
each month. 
CHANGES, 

Miss Fannie M. Gushee taught the West school the first 
month af the year. Miss Emma E. Scott was appointed as 
her successor and has done good work. Miss Karoline M. 
Knudsen completed, at the end of the Spring term, a period of 
two years of service in the South Grammar echool. Mrs. Em- 
ma L. Norton has had charge of this school during the Au- 


__tumn term. In June, Mr. Herbert S. Packard resigned to en- 
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ter Harvard College. His work in the East Grammar school 
was thorough and progressive. During the past term, Miss 
Mary M. Ballou has done efficient work in that school. Miss 
Amy L, Boyden, with improved health, returned to her work 
in September, after an absence of nearly a year, during which 
time Miss Lucy E, Tower had charge of her school. In the 
Summer vacation, Miss Anne Burgess was appointed assistant 
in the High school to succeed Miss Tetlow who resigned at 
‘he end of the Spring term As the number in the High school 
had increased from forty-six in June to sixty-seven in Septem- 
ber, it became necessary to have another teacher. Miss Mary 
E. Chandler was appointed as second assistant, and began 
work at the end of the second week of the Autumn term. 
SCHOOL WORK. 

The attainments of children before entering school should 
receive careful consideration when planning a course of study. 
Under the guidance of nature as teacher they have learned in 
play something of the rocks, pebbles, sand and mud. In the 
parks, gardens and fields they have become acquainted with 
the common vegetables, plants and trees. From the pet cats, 
dogs, birds, other domestic animals, the common wiid birds 
and insects they have gained a considerable knowledge of the 
animal kingdom. ‘The rain, the snow, the change of seasons, 
the hills, the woods, the heavenly bodies have awakened inter- 
est and secured attention. The developing brain under the in- 
fluence of these varied impressions early led to the manifesta- 
tion of the language power in the expression of ideas and 
thoughts by means of the words which others around them 
used, and also by words of their own coining. The associa- 
tions in the family and neighborhood, the acquaintance with 
the postmaster and perhaps certain town officers and atten- 
dance at church have furnished occasions for gaining ideas of 
society, history, government, morality and religion. The ob- 
servation. memory, imagination and reason have received con- 
stant training, while play has furnished physical development. 
With some knowledge, then, of facts.of many sciences, the 
children enter the schoo], an important duty of which is to 
train them to use books intelligently. At that time many 
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words are used correctly in oral language. The teacher leads 
them to talk freely about familiar objects and gradually inspires 
confidence. She then lets the ‘‘chalk talk” or writes their 
stories on the blackboard. ‘The written words are soon recog- 
nized and associated with the oral. One difficulty at a time is 
the guiding principle. As seon as the written story can be 
read, they copy the safhe on slates ot paper for busy work. 
They are doing something. The instinct of imitation is strong 
in children and is thus exercised. Interest is aroused and work 
of educational value performed, resulting in a«quiriog skill in 
the mechanical work ‘of composition. Learning to read in 
this manner thus involves writing, spelling, the use of capitals 
and punctuation. Phonic drill and spelling are not neglected. 
Pupils are required to read in conversational tones and to give 
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proper expression. The alphabet is learned before the clese 
of the first year. When a good working vocabulary is gained, 
the printed book is used. The exsier parts of several primers 
or first readers are read with ease during the first year. Ap- 
propriate selections from classic writers and fables are’ used, 
portions of which are committed to memory. In the second 
year the difficult parts of the first readers, second readers and 
selections from literature are taken. Special attention is given 
to expression, to getting the thought, to pronunciation, oral 
spelling and the use of words in original sentences. In_ the 
upper grades, silent reading receives more attention. Standard 
authors furnish the selections for oral reading. As a large part 
of our reading is silent, we need many books of reference in 
. order that we may give suitable training in this direction. Our 
aim is to train pupils to grasp and express the thought, to re- 
| produce the story in their own way, and to acquire a taste for 
good literature. : 
Closely connected with reading is the language work. Lan- 
guage is used orally and in writing. Each ‘recitation gives an 
_ opportunity for oral language. Lessons upon objects lead to 
the correct use of the different parts of speech. Copying and 
dictation lessons give a mastery of the difficulties of the me- 
_ chanical work of composition. Original thought is stimulated 
_ By the reproduction of stories, letter-writing, narratives and 
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descriptions. Systematic work continues through the different 
grades, terminating in the study of the elements of English 
grammar. } 
Near the close of the winter term vertical writing was intro- 
duced into the Centre schools. At the close of the spring term 
the results were so gratifying that it was decided to introduce 
this system in the outlying schools. Some of the advantages 
of the system are the following: The pupil sits fronting the 
desk, exercises both eyes equally, writes more legibly and 
learns more easily and rapidly than in the case of the slanting 
system. Since this writing occupies about thirty per cent. less 
space than the slanting, there isa saving in time, material and ex- 
pense. Medical experts favor vertical rather than slanting 
penmanship for the prevention of certain eye troubles and de- 
formities which seemed to result from the positions generally 
assumed when using the slanting writing. | 
In number work all*of the combinations in each num- 
ber are givenboth by their unions and separations. Easy 
problems involving these processes are introduced, and pu- 
pils are accustomed to making similar problems from their own 
observations. ‘The expression of number by figures, the use of 
the fractions one-half, one-third and one-fourth, the Roman 
numerals to X, gill, pint, quart, inch, foot, yard, week, month, 
year and dozen are included in the work of the first year. We 
uim first at accuracy and then at rapidity. As soon.as the 
ideas are gained in connection with objects, pupils are drilled 
on the combinations without objects. There is a constant exer- 
cise of the child’s powers, of observation, imagination, reason 
and language as well as of memory. The samé principles and 
aims characterize the work in all grades, The work expands 
from year to year so as to include common and decimal frac- 
tions, United States money, measures of length and capacity, 
percentage and its applications, interest, partial payments and ~ 
mensuration. ; . 
Drawing is a Janguage which enables the pupil to express 
many ideas more vividly and accurately than would be possi- 
ble with words alone. The various mental powers are exer- 
cised and strengthened in the study of the type solids and _nat-

ural objects in preparation to represent them accurately. ‘The 


taste is cultivated and a foundation is laid for industrial and - 


manual training. Attention is called to the report of the Di- 
rector of Drawing. 

The nature study furnishes a systematic study of the growth, 
fruits and uses of trees and plants; of the distribution, proper- 
ties and uses of minerals; and of the characteristics and uses of 
common animals. This study furnishes excellent material for 
oral and written language, tends to open the eyes of the "chil- 
dren to the beauties of nature and gives knowledge and _ train- 
ing which are indispensable to the student and particularly to 
the farmer who ought to understand the habits, care and uses 
of animals, the requirements of plant life and the nature of 
different soils. 

The elementary work in Geography during the first four 
years leads the child to gain by his own activity the fundamen- 
tal ideas and principles of the subject: By means of the Ge- 
ographical excursion in the neighborhood, he learns from the 
objects themselves, as to the forms of the land, such as hill, 
plain, valley, etc,, the forms, of water, the minerals, plants and 
animals, the occupations and the methods of carrying on 
commerce. A careful record is kept of facts observed in 
connection with the sun, moon and stars; the weather. wind, 
temperature and seasons. ‘The child studies the different types 
of men at the home, the history and government of the town 
and thus accumulates the facts which he.must possess in order 
to understand the life, institutions and characteristics of other 
countries. A thorough study of the home prepares the way for 
an intelligent use of books, maps, globes and charts in subse 
quent years by means of which one may acquire a good knowl- 
edge of the earth as a whole. 

By oral lessons in Physiology are taught the parts of the 
body and their functions and the laws of Hygiene. Health and 
happiness are within the reach of all who know and obey the 
_ laws of right living. Parents and teachers should train those 
under their influence to apply the laws of health at all times, 
‘thus leading to the formation and practice of good physical 
habits. The children should have impressed on their minds 
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the moral obligation they are under to take good care of their 
bodies. 

Truth in thought, word and action are sought in the moral 
training, and high ideals are placed before the children. Char- 
acter training is the supreme end in education. As one’s com- 
panions exett a far reaching influence, eternal vigilance in this 
matter is the price of peace and happiness in the home and 
school. Let parents and teachers unite in exercising constant 
watch care over the children, on the way to and froin school. 
Let the parents see that the children spend the evenings in a 
proper manner and that right thoughts habitually oecupy their 
minds. 

The best results in school work are obtained in the Centre 
schools as the schools are graded and in well heated, lighted 
and ventilated rooms. In the outlying schools the teachers 
have a range of work covering from three to eight years. The 
program must provide for so many recitations that there is not 
sufficient time for drill. The buildings at the North and West 
are poorly heated, lighted and ventilated. The ventilation is 
inadequate at the East and South. It is growing more and 
more difficult to get good teachers for mixed schools. These 
are some of the disadvantages under which we are struggling 
in the district system. The methods of business, of manufac- 
turing, of travel and of commerce are much changed from those 
of the early history of our country. Must we not change our 
methods of education go as to give a good preparation for solv- 
ing the more difficult and comp!ex social, political and indus- 
trial problems of the present day? In those early days 
the work of the school was supplemented by the domestic and 
industrial training of the home and the little shop. Progress 
in civilization demands enlarged opportunities for the children. 
Manual training, cooking and sewing are important subjects, 
the introduction of which would make our school work more. 
attractive and practical. ‘This could not well be dove without 
consolidating the schools. Then each teacher could be as- 
signed such work as she is best fitted to do. 

, ATTENDANCE. 
The average number of absences each day of the past year 
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was thirty-four. Is there not too great a loss in this direction? 
The annual expenditure of Massachusetts for educational put- 
poses is about ten million dollars. About ten thousand teach- 
ers are employed. ‘The capital invested is between twenty- 
five and thirty million dollars, a sum very nearly the same as 
that invested in each of the following industries: boots and 
shoes, metals and metallic goods, woolen goods, and machines 
and machinery. Such a large business should be conducted on 
business principles. The parents should feel that it is the busi- 
ness of the child to go to school, in order that he may receive 
such physical and moral training and acquire such habits: of 
punctuality, regularity and industry as to be properly fitted to 
assume the responsibilities of life. By the following law the 
State has provided that each child between eight and fourteen 
years of age shall attend school at least thirty weeks each year. 
‘‘E very person having under his control a child between the 
ages of eight and fourteen years, shall aunually cause such 
child to attend some public day school in the city or town in 
which he resides, for at least thirty weeks if the schools are 
kept open that length of time, with an allowance of two weeks’ 
_ time for absences not excused by the superintendent of schools 
or school committee; such period of attendance shall begin 
within the first month of the fall term of school, and for each 
five days of absence of any child thereafter, in excess of the 
above allowance, before the completion of the required annual. 
attendance of thirty weeks, the person having such child under 
his control shall, upon the complaint of the school committee 
or any truant officer, forfeit to the use of the public schools of 
such city or town a sum not exceeding twenty dollars.” 
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TARDINESS AND ABSENCE. 


4 Tardiness and absence exert a demoralizing influence.. The 
‘time of the teacher is consumed in going over again the work 
, ready accomplished for the benefit of those who have been 
absent, while the pupils who are regular in attendance must be 
neglected. The school work is so arranged that no pupil can 
atford to be absent from any schoolexercise. If the parents and 
feachers co-operate we may be able to remove from the regis-

ters the usual large number of cases of tardiness and absence. 


VISITING. 

A|l parents are cordially invited to visit the schools and to 
confer with the teachers and superintendent regarding any mat- 
ters of interest to the same. An employer of carpenters or 
other workmen does not deem it necessary to wait for some 
appointed day to inspect their work, but rather examines every 
phase of it. In like manner let the parents inspect the school 
work. Through the friendly interest and sympathy thus man- 
ifested the teacher would come to have a better understanding - 
of the children, while the parents would be able to form a more 
correct opinion of the spirit and work of the school. 


HIGH SCHOOL. . 

The employment of a second assistant in the High School 
has made it possible to do more thorough work and to intro- 
duce some new branches of study. Accordingly, in Decem- 
ber, the following course of studies was adopted by the school 
committee. The present accomodations for this school are 
inadequate. If the school population continues to inerease, the 
town will need to provide additional school facilities, not only ; 
at the Centre, but also at East Walpole, - Attention is called © 
to the report of the principal.

Mr. J. R. Porrer, 
Superintendent of Schools :— 

‘Dear Sir.—I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the Walpole High School for the year ending December 21, 
1894. | 

The past year has been one of continuous growth and progress 
The attendance has been the largest in the history of the school. 
Eighty-three different pupils have been enrolled and seventy 
are at present enjoying the privileges of the school. 

The increase in the number of pupils has necessitated the 
addition of a second assistant. This has enabled the school 
to broaden its curriculum, so that now pupils have a choice 


between a classical and a sci-ntific course. The purpose in 
the minds of those who have made the selection of studies for 
the courses has been to choose only such as will give the most 
round and complete development and will fit him to ent r Jife 
not only with the inclination to do something but al~o with the 
ability to cope with the difficulties which he will meet there. 

It is earnestly hoped and requested that parents who have 
hopes and aspirations concerning the future of their children, 
after the completion of their course in the High School, will 
confer with the teachers as early as possib’e in the course that 

the work of the pupils may be so arranged as to help to attain 
to the desired end. 
The pupils have shown their zeal and interest in the work of 
e the school, by punctual «snd regular attendance, by co-opera- 
- tion with their teachers and se continuous and willing applica- 
tion to their work. 
The school is very much hampered: from the lack of suitable 
and sufficient rooms for the purposes of recitation. The pres- 
ent location is inadequate for the High School. There should

present, it is necessary to have one or two classes reciting in 
the main room at all times, thus preventing the scholars from 
giving their undivided attention to their study. A portion of 
the basement has been partitioned off for a chemical laboratory 
and a small room titted for recitation, but neither can be con- 
nected with the system of the building, and so, at best, are but 
poorly heated and ventilated. 


The greatest need of the school at present is a physical labo- | 


ratory. ‘The educational value of knowledge lies more in the 
method aud means of its acquisition than in the knowledge 


itself. The gaining of facts and principles from the text-book 


has little value beyond the mere training of memory. It is 
when the pupil is taken into <he laboratory and there led to de- 
velope step by step some important principle that he receives 
real and complete development. The subjects of physics, bot- 
any, zoology, geology, and physiology can not be taught to se- 
cure the best results outside of the laboratory. Ifaroom could 
be ;rovided for this purpose, the furnishing and fitting could 
be done at a very slight expense. 


The school is very much in need of books of reference upon 
all subjects. The public library has helped to meet this want 
in.every way possible and by opening each afternoon in the 
week for reading purposes has done a very great service. . And 
yet, it is the book at hand, the book that can be opened at any 
moment that is needed and it should be found wie the refer- 
ence tables. 


On alternate Wednesday afternoons, during the year, a 
course of public lectures has been given by the business men of 
the town. The subjects have been selected either from the 
business of the speakers or from those things in which they 
were especially interested. These lectures have been very in- 
teresting and very instructive, and have given the pupils a 
broader knowledge of the world about them. 


The first portion of Monday mornings has been devoted to a_ 


review of the important news ot the preceding week. A com- 
mittee of five scholars is chosen from the school, whose duty is

‘This report furnishes the 
basis of the review. 

History is now receiving the attention that it deserves. ‘The 
course extends ‘through three years and embraces Grecian, 
“Roman, English and American history, Book- keeping has 
been introduced and is required of all members of the freshman 
class.
